LR 111.1 General 


LR 111.1.4 Sea-going ships complying with the IBC 
Code as a Type 2 ship and where the ship is registered with 
a Flag Administration which supports the issuance and 
maintenance of dual certification for both Ship Type 2 and 
Ship Type 3 Certificates of Fitness, and where the Flag 
Administration has agreed to the issuance of dual 
Certificates of Fitness, will be eligible to be classed 100A1 
Chemical Tanker, Ship Type 2 and Ship Type 3, ESP, 
or 100A1 Double Hull Oil and Chemical Tanker, Ship 
Type 2 and Ship Type 3, ESP, as appropriate. 


LR 111.1.4.1 Where the ship is later registered with a 
Flag Administration which does not support the issuance 
of dual ship Type 2 and Ship Type 3 Certificates of Fitness, 
the class notation is to be amended accordingly.
